DERRY WAR MEMORIAL. 


————————— 
WILL NOT BE READY 
ARMISTICE DAY. 

Delay in the erection of the Londonderry 
war memorial was discussed at a meeting of 
the War Memorial Committee, when Sir 
Robert Anderson, D.L., M P., Chairman, who 
presided, made a statement on the subject, in 
the absence of the Hon. Secretary, Captain 
Wilton, M.C. i 

Sir Robert said that the contract for: the 
memorial was entered into in April, 1925, 
and to Captain Wilton was delegated the 
duty of providing the sculptors with the 
names of the fallen. He (Sir Robert) was 
for a long time under the impression that 
much progress was being made in that direc- 
tion, but early in the spring of the present 
year he ascertained that the sculptors had 
not received the list, and, although he had 
been in frequent communication with Captain 
Wilton on the subject, the sculptors recently 
informed him that they had not yet received 
the names. ; 

As a consequence, Sir Robert declared, it 
would now be impossible to have the 
memorial ready for Armistice Day this year, 
as had been originally intended. As the 
sculptors, pointed out, it would take three or 
four months to inscribe the names on 
panels. He felt that it was but right that 
the public should know that neither he nor 
the Committee were to blame for the delay 
in getting the memorial erected. The delay 
was solely due to the fact that the names 
had not been forwarded to the sculptors. 

Personally; he had exhausted all his re- 
sources in order to procure the names, and 
had frequently corresnonded with the Secre- 
tary since April with that object in view. 
Unfortunately he had not been successful. 
He wished to put the facts clearly before 
the Committee and the public, because he 
had been subject to a great deal of criticism 
in the Press and from other sources because 
of the delay. 

If given authority, he could procure a list 
of the fallen within. six weeks. His first con- 
sideration was to have the memorial com- 
pleted with the least possible delay. 

It was decided to adjourn the meeting, and 
a deputation was appointed to interview Cap- 
iain Wilton in the meantime in reference to 
the position.

DISTRICT JUSTICE FINES 
FORMER MAGISTRATE. 

At the Longwood monthly District Sessions, 
before Mr. McCarthy, District Justice, Mr. 
Edward Conlan, Legar, Hill of Down, a 
former County Councillor and Justice of the 
Peace for Meath, was prosecuted by the State 
for having a revolver without a permit, as 
required by the Firearms Act. 

Superintendent Burke, Trim, appeared for 
the State; Mr. O'Toole, solicitor, Edenderry, 
defended. : 

Sergeant McCann, Kinnegad, said that he 
visited the house of the defendant on the 13th 
inst. under a search warrant for firearms. He 
met the defendant and told him his business, 
and the defendant produced a revolver. It 
was a six-chamber Webley. He had no 
licence for it, but he had a permit for a gun 
and a game licence. 

Mr. Conlan, an extensive farmer, was 
sworn, and said that it was his intention to 
make application for a permit for the 
revolver, but he was busy, as he had to go to 
the Dublin cattle market that week. 

Cross-examined—He hed the revolver when 
the sergeant called to his house on the 
previous Sunday, but in the conversation that 
followed concerning another matter he forgot 
to mention about the revolver. 4

THE REPUBLICAN GOAL, 

Mr. Sean T. O'Kelly, who was received 
with loud cheers, proclaimed himself as 
strongly an advocate of the cause of absolute 
independence for Ireland as he had been any 
day during the twenty years since first he had 
been elected as representative to the Dublin 
Corporation by the citizens of Dublin. Hav- 
ing reviewed at some length the growth of 
the Republican movement and the events of 
the last ten years, he said that he believed 
that he could speak for the citizens of Dublin 
and tell the world and those who stcod in ihe 
pá of Irish independence that thev must 
eave the road and let the citizens of Dublin, 
at any rate, march forward to the goal which 
they had marked out for themselves, and 
which they intended to reach in their own 
time, no matter who or what obstacles were 
placed in the way. 

MR. DE VALERA’S SPEECH. 

Mr. de Valera, at the opening of his speech, 
said that, no matter what the Press might 
say, he had no apology to offer to anybody 
who really knew the conditions for any of 
their actions during the years 1922 and: i923. 
He believed that the Irish people in their 
hearts did not want to give away their in- 
dependence, but in consequence of the way 
that the issue had been put in the Press the 
people had never been able to understand it. 
The Constitution had not been made in Ire- 
land. but all its vital principles were framed 
in England with the express purpose of 
securing the defeat of Irish national aspira- 
tions. They had not an Irish Constitution. 
There was an oath of allegiance in it, and 
before any of the elected representatives of 
the people could serve the interests of the 
nation they must betray the principles for 
which Irishmen had ever fought. No man 
could enter the Free State Dail and sav that 
he had not compromised the claim of Ireland. 
The British Army had not gone out of the 
country. He was at Cobh lately and saw 
English troops in khaki walking about as if 
they wned the place. Those: who believed 
that the Treaty meant evacuation bv England 
were deceived. i a 
He saw in the newspapers a couple of days 
ago that the great aim of the Free State at 
the Imperial Conference was to make good 
their neutrality in case of war. How could 
there be neutrality when any facilities de- 
manded must be given to England in case of 
war? Under the Treaty England had a claim 
to use this country practically as she wanted 
to use it in case of war. It was obvious 
that if this country could be made the 
base by Great Britain for attack on any 
of her enemies, those enemies are goin; 
to hit back at this country. If i 
wanted to preserve their absolute neutrality 
they must see to it that Britain would get 
no facilities except those that this country 
wished to give. They had given away their 
vill in the matter if they accepted the 
settlement with Erzland. Irish Republicans 
neither accepted foreign domination. nor did 
thev accept the commitments entered into in 
the Treaty If they could do nothing else 
they would stand out in sclemn protest if 
necessary to the end of their lives, for ‘the 
sovereiun independertice of ireland. 

THE COST OF GOVERNMENT. 

Referring: to ihe continued decrease of 
the population of Ircland, as disclosed by the 
recent census, Mr. de Valera advocated such 
works as reafforestation, road-making and 
the proper survey of railways necdgsary to 
open up their resources as schemes) which 
woulc provide distributive employment and 
help to keep their young people in the country. 
The Shannor schemo gave emloyment oniv 
in a restricted area. Instead of starting on 
the Shannon, he would have developed power 
on the Liffey. That could have been done 
at a cost of about three-quarters of a million 
and give employment at the greatest centre 
of unemployment. 

Referring to the cost of government in the 
Free State, he said that the country could 
net afford the grand imperial scale in 
which the Government had tried to carrv 
on. Their little country could not afford 
to pay a. salary two-thirds of the salary 
paid to the President of the United States 
to a man who did nothing for them but 
was the agent of a foreign Power. ‘lhe ex- 
pensive Army should also be got rid of. It 
was there for no other purpose than to pre- 
vent the Irish people from achieving the 
independence which was theirs by right. 

Nir, de Valera concluded by saying that he 
held more hope for the Jrish nation that night 
and for the last six months than at any time 
Since the passing of the Treaty. :

MR. CHU’S STRANGE 
STORY. 


TOWN BOMBARDED BY 
“BIG CRUISERS.”

R. CHU, the Chinese delegate, sprang 
M a surprise on the Assembly of the 
Leacue of Nations, at Geneva yesterday, 
shen, without having warned either the 
President or Lord Cecil, the British repre- 
wniative, that he intended to do so, he 
wave (;overnment’s of the 
Wanhsien affair. 

It may be recalled that some: weeks ayo 
Yang Sen, a subordinate of General Wu 
Pei-fu, seized two British steamers on the 
River Yangtze and imprisoned their 
ficers. Two gunboats that were sent to 
‘he resene were fired at from Wanhsien, 
ond in the engagement that followed three 
oficers and four men were killed. 

These are the facts as related by the 
Press correspondents in China and by the 
\dmiralty. Mr. Chu, however, had a very 
iifferent story to tell the Assembly of the 
League. 

He asserted that three steamers sailing 
on the Yangtze had run down Chinege 
vessels, causing 100 deaths and the loss of 
much property; that the crew of a cun- 
boat had caused a hundred more deaths; 
and that “ big cruisers’’ had shelled 
Wanhsien, destroying thousands of houses 
and killing thousands of innocent civilians. 
Lord Cecil, in a dignified speech, pro- 
‘ested against the course taken by Mr. 
Chu, whose statement did not agree at all 
with the reports. received by the British 
Government. He heped that a friendly 
settlement ‘of the question would be 
reached, but Mr. Chu’s speech was not 
helpful 
Lord Cecil’s speech. was received with 
applause in which, it is reported, Mr. Chu 
joined heartily.

THE GREAT IMPORTANCE OF 
THOIRY. 
COLOGNE, Friday. 

In a special message to the Koelniache 
Zeitung, Dr. Stresemann, the German Foreign 
Minister, says :— 

‘“ At the moment of leaving Geneva, I feel 
the need of saying to the population of the 
Rhineland some werds of true remembrance. 
Here, in the town of the League of Nations, 
we have lived days of historical importance, 
and seldom has such a short ‘span of time 
been filled with so many important political 
events and conferences. But in the midst of 
all the work we did our eyes were always 
directed towards the Rhineland. We thought 
of the Rhineland in that hour when we were 
greeted by forty-eight nations as we entered 
the hall of the Assembly of the League. All 
our thoughts were for the Rhineland in the 
Conference at Thoiry, the great importance of 
which to the future of the German Rhineland 
I need not enter into here. 

“The Rhenish population, which in the 
dark and hard hours showed so much faith 
and devotion to the great Fatherland, may, 
at the end of the memorable Geneva days, 
have the happy feeling that their faith and 
devotion have remained unforgotten, and that 
it. was the sure foundation upon which alone 
we worked for the restoration of German 
liberty.” 

The message is held here to indicate that 
an understanding has actually been reached 
regarding the evacuation of German territory 
now occupied by the Allies.

LORD CECIL’S APPEAL. .

“é GENEVA, Friday. 

Viscount Cecil of Chelwood made a 
forcible speech on disarmament in the 
Assembly of the League of Nations to-day 
He appealed for careful preparation. work 
before the convening of the conference on 
disarmament, as it would be a very great 
disaster for the League if the conference 
met prematurely and failed in its object. 
He made a speciai appeal to the Press 
to aid in the efforts for disarmament. The 
speech was loudly applauded. 

He believed that when they reached agree- 
ment on the broad general question of 
disarmament the differences of opinion that 
might still exist on the question of cogtrol 
will, as it were, automatically Sige 
He welcomed the immense progress that the 
question had made. The question of disarma- 
ment was absolutely vital to the League «f 
Nations. It was what their American friends 
called ‘‘ the acid test ” of the whole procedure 
and conception on which the League rested 
It must succeed. 

In his @ncluding appeal to the Press, he 
Said: “Make the righteousness of the catse 
clear beyond dispute, and make the support 
of the people so vocal that no Government, 
however timid, however unwilling, can fail to 
carry out to the best of its power this great, 
this vital cause for peace, for prosperity and 
for happiness.” 

Herr Von Schubert, Germany, recalled the 
fact that even before the admission of Ger- 
many to the League she was co-operating in 
the work of the Preparatory Committee on 
Disarmament. 

“We are all agreed on disarmament,’’ he 

declared, ‘‘and the present inequality of 
armaments among members of the League 
should be remedied in the interests of the 
League.” (Applause.) 
_ The Assembly adopted a resolution express 
ing satisfaction at the work of the Prepara- 
tory Committee, requesting the committee to 
hasten the completion of the work, and 
requesting the Council to convene the confer- 
ence before the eighth ordinary session of the 
Assembly, ‘‘ unless material difficulties render 
this impossible.’’—(Reuter.)

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AMERICA EMBARRASSED 
GENEVA’S DECISION. 
' WASHINGTON, Friday. 

While officials of the State Department 
have declined to comment on the action of 
the conference at Geneva in conditionally 
accepting America’s reservations regarding 
her joining the World Court, the feeling is 
apparent here that the entire question of 
American membership is thereby greatly 
complicated and may need another bitter 
struggle in the Senate, as the President is not 
believed to have the authority to approve the 
wording of the acceptance without the consent 
of the Senate. 

The New York Herald Tribune states that 
Geneva’s decision is polite in tone but highly 
obstructive in effect, and will hopelessly en- 
tangle the situation. ; 

The World, a Democratic paper, on the 
other hand, says that no reasonable American 
sincerely interested in the World Court will 
have any ground for further objection. “It 
is plain that more has been conceded than 
many nations thought it wise to concede, and 
that they are only enabling themselves to 
withdraw their approval of the reservations 
if, in practice, the reservations do not prove 
workable .’’—(Reuter.)

+ HE Government has rejected the latest 


proposals put forward by the miners 
as a basis of negotiation in the coal 
dispute. 

The announcement was made in a letter 
addressed by the Prime Minister to Mr. 
Cook atter last night’s meeting ‘of the 
Cabinet. - : 

Mr. Baldwin recognises the advances 
which the miners’ proposals indicate, but 
says that the Government do not feel that 
they afford a means of reaching an early 
or a lasting settlement. The Government 
are not prepared to gó beyond the pro- 
posals in the Prime Minister’s letter of 
September 17th. These proposals, however, 
cannot remain open indefinitely, and if 
the miners desire to avail themselves of 
them, they should order district negotia- 
tions to be set on foot, subject to review 
by an independent tribunal. 

Mr. Cook accuses Mr. Baldwin and the 
Government of taking side with the coal- 
owners against the miners. He adds that 
if the Government persists in this attitude, 
there can be no sign of an end to the 
struggle.

MR. BALDWIN’S LETTER. 


LIMIT OF GOVERNMENT’S 
PROPOSALS. 

The Cabinet, which met yesterday evening 
to consider the coal situation, sat for just 
cver two hours. The outcome of the meeting 
was the decision to despatch a communica- 
tion to Mr. Cook, Secretary of the Miners’ 
Federation. 

The text of the Prime Minister's letter to 
Mr. Cook was as follows :— 

10 Downing street, 
September 24th, 1926. 

Dear Srr.—I am desired by the Prime 
Minister to inform you that both the Coal 
Committee and the Cabinet have now given 
close and earnest attention to the proposals 
you submitted to him on Tuesday night, and 
which you have since made public. 

While recognising the advance which the 
proposals indicate, His Majesty’s Government 
do not feel that they afford the means of 
reaching an early or lasting settlement of the 
present dispute. 

In these circumstances. I. am to say that 
the Government are not prepared to go 
beyond the maturely considered proposals 
conveyed to you in the Prime Minister's 
letter of 17th instant. 

These proposals cannot, of course, remain 
open indefinitely, but your Federation are 
still free to avail themselves of them by tak- 
ing the practical step of ordering district 
negotiations to be set on foot, subject to the 
subsequent review of an independent tribunal, 
where any departure from the old hours is

MR. COOK’S STATEMENT. 


MR. BALDWIN DENOUNCED. 

A. messenger from Downing street arrived 
at the Miners’ Federation offices at 6.15 last

In a statement, Mr. Cook said :—The letter 
implies that the Government have rejected 
the proposals put forward by the Miners’ 
Federation as being inadequate. They have 
refused to call the owners together, and, 
judging by the terms of the letter, they have 
again taken the side of the _ coal-owners 
against the miners. 

Presumably the sacrifices we were prepared 
to recommend the miners to make are not 
sufficient to please the Government, and they 
have definitely rejected their own Commis- 
sion’s report. It will be for the Miners’ 
Executive, at their meeting on Monday to 
decide what action they will take, and I 
presume they will need to meet the Labour 
Party and the Trades Union Congress General 
Council in view of the Government’s attitude. 
I am convinced, in view of the sacrifices we 
were prepared to recommend to the men in 
the coal-fields—to which a great many of the 
men are opposed, judging by the letters and 
telegrams we have received—that the attitude 
of the Government will strengthen the opposi- 
tion of the men to the terms. 

The Government view, apparently, is that 
the miners should surrender to the coal- 
owners’ terms, and I can say, without fear of 
contradiction, that there is no sign of a 
settlement, nor even a sign of the end of the 
struggle, if the Government persist in this 
attitude. as the terms and conditions offered 
in the districts are such as the men cannot 
voluntarily accept, because they will not 
procure for them a decent livelihood. 

Mr. Cook added that the Government 
seemed to have reverted to the scheme of Mr. 
Baldwin. The Miners’ Executive would 
decide whether it was necessary to call a 
National Delegate Conference. 


ON THE EDGE OF A PRECIPICE. 


Mr. Cook, speaking last night to the 
London postmen, declared that it would be 
many weeks before they got a settlement of 
the coal dispute by surrender. No ‘terms 
would be binding except such as were honour- 
able. » He had ro apology to make for the 
stand which the miners had taken. The 
country to-day was on the edge of a precipice 
after twenty-one wee of coab stoppage. 


They had offered to accept a reduction which’ 


might mean one shilling or more per day 
per man. ‘They had offered to accept the 
whole report and arbitration, and how were 
they met? Every time they made a con- 
ciliatory move, the Press of the country, the 
Government, and the coal-owners took it as 
a sign of weakness. 

A resolution was passed declaring that the 
attitude adopted by the mine-owners was a 
menace to all workers, and pledging support 
for the miners.

He spent most of the time in the former 
country, studying educational systems, and 
the live stock industry, how the cattle are 
raised, their methods of marketing and 
tranport, and the costings. 

Mr. Hogan told an Irish Times repre- 
sentative on his return that he received 
the greatest kindness from officials of both 
the State and Federal Governments. 
Every information was willingly placed at 
his disposal, and every facility provided 
for the pursuit of his investigations. At 
every turn he found Canadians asking 
questions showing their interest in the 
young Free State.

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WHY ITS PRICE IS HIGH. 
Mr. Hogan said that he found that the 
Canadians are following closely the working 
of our schemes for the improvement of cattle, 
butter and pigs. He was frequently asked 
how it was that Irish bacon fetched consider- 
ably higher prices than either American or 
Canadian. 

7 What was your answer? ” 

I could only give my opinion, that it was 
due to the more uniform type of our pigs, to 
the greater use of milk, to the skill of our 
curers, and to their methods, which have been 
so long practised as to create a taste for Irish 
bacon.”'

Irish in the English market? ”’ 

‘““I have come to the conclusion that 
removal in 1922 of the British embargo on the 
import of Canadian cattle made no real 
difference either to Ireland or to Canada. 
Before 1922—in fact, before the war—Canada 
sent over 100,000 cattle for slaughter at 
British ports. Last year they sent 110,000, 
which is their maximum export in one year. 
So far this year it looks as if their export of 
cattle to Great Britain will be very much 
below that figure. Their exports are not any 
larger than before the lifting of the embargo. 
Speaking in averages, I would say that for 
some years yet their imports against us wil! 
be round about 100,000 a vear.”’ 

“ Is there any reason why the removal of 
the embargo was not followed by the flooding 
of the English market with Canadian stores?” 

“The fact is that the Canadians, so for, 
cannot attempt to compete with us in. young 
cattle weighing less than 9 ewt. (live). The 
value of the beast is not sufficient to bear the 
cost of transit, and, moreover, the incidence 
of the United States tariff on imported cattle 
is such that it pays the Canadian producer 
better to send his young stock into that 
country. The tariff is 14 cents a lb. on cattle 
up to 1,000lbs., and 2 cents a lb. above that 
weight. That half-cent with the freight to 
England sends the younger Canadian cattle 
to the United States. To a very large extent 
the Canadian cattle coming into Englarid are 
fat cattle. The stores that arrive are only 
for short keep. To my mind, Canadian im- 
ports will for a long time be confined to those 
classes.”’ 

“ Would it appear, then, that the competi- 
tion of the Canadian cattle is not the serious 
matter that we in this country were always 
led to think that it would be—in other words, 
was 1t just a scare? ”' 

‘““ Not at all. That competition must always 
remain a serious thing for this country. The 
factors which enter into the import of 
Canadian cattle to England vary from year to 
vear. The trade depends to a great extent on 
the price in England. During 1925 Canadian 
cattle were a fairly profitable export, but 
prices in England have fallen since that, and 
the trade is not so profitable. If the price 
were to rise again, or the costs of production 
and transport were to come down, there would 
certainly be an increase in the competition 
from Canada. More important still, every 
effort is being made in Canada to improve the 
quality of their cattle. Anyone can see that 
improvement taking place, both in the breed- 
ing and the methods otf feeding. If it con- 
tinues at the same rate, Canadian cattle must 
always be a factor against us in the English 
market. We have the advantage over them 
that I have just mentioned, but that will be 
counterbalanced by their improvernent in 
quality unless we keep on improving our 
cattle. We can always retain our place in 
the market if we produce the article that 
our customer wants.” 


CANADIAN DAIRYING METHODS. 


the 


Speaking of the dairying methods that he 
saw over there, Mr. Hogan said that the in- 
dustry of butter producing was spreading in the 
eastern provinces. The milking breeds in 
use were Holsteins, Ayrshires and Jerseys, 
which seemed to be all good animals of their 
breeds; and deep milkers. He was informed 
that the average milk yield was high. In 
such districts the calves, other than those 
required for breeding purposes, were mostly 
sold for veal. The milk was separated at 
home, and only the cream sent to the 
creamery. Under that system it was not 
easy to control all the processes of butter 
production. The furthest that they could go 
was to grade the butter at the ports and give 
a crade certificate available only for a limited 
period. Under recent legislation all the pro- 
cesses of production are controlled in c 
Free State and the aim is to bring all the 
dairy produce exported up to a high degree of 
quality. In Canada the creameries are nearly 
all proprietary, but there are also some very 
successiul co-operative concerns, Canadian 
cheese is also graded for export. 

Mr. Hogan also spoke of Canada’s efforts to 
build up a bacon trade. Owing to the fact 
that there were many breeds of pigs, it was 
dificult to establish uniformity in the finished 
product. Another difficulty was that they 
had to breed lard pigs as well as bacon pigs. 
Every effort was, however, being made to 
produce pigs of suitable weights for best 
bacon. 


THE WHEAT RAISING LANDS. 


In Saskatchewan, Manitoba and Alberta 
Mr. Hogan saw the great wheat-raising lands. 
“The land,” he said, ‘‘ in these provinces is 
magnificent. Usually there is, 3 to 15 feet 
of heavy, rich black soil without sand or 
stone. The snow, after the six months’ 
winter, disappears suddenly in March and 
the spring work commences immediately. 
The grain comes up quickly and ripens very 
rapidly. Little moisture falls in summer and 
the result is that the straw is firm, the crop 
never ‘‘ lodges.’’ and the quality of the grain 
is excellent. Wheat can be produced in this 
way on the same ground for 10 and sometimes 
for 20 years. No roots are grown, and 
neither farmyard manure nor artificial 
fertilisers are employed.’’ 

‘‘During the spring, summer and autumn 
there is practically no rain, so that farm 
work is continuous. As the yields are lighter 
than we are used to in this country and there 
is no ‘‘ lodging,’ there is no difficulty in 
-harvesting. 
land and the straw burned. All the work on 
the farm is done with surprisingly little 
labour. On the ordinary wheat farm of 640 
acres there are about 450 acres of grain, about 
100 acres of fallow. stubble ploughed in 
summer, and some 100 acres in pasture. All 
tHe work of cultivating such a farm and the 
harvesting is done by the farmer and two, 
or, at the outside three. men. On such a 
farm 25 horses will be kept, but there . 1s 
ample farm machinery of all kinds, Just as 
everywhere else, they have to a very great 
extent given up motor traction for farm 
work.” :

COSTLY OINTMENT FOR - 
THE POOR, 


WATER AND ICE AS 
MEDICINE.

At the annual conference in Aberdeen yes- 
terday of the Scottish Association of Insur- 
ance Committees, Mr. A. B. Gilmour, Superin- 
tendent of the Central Checking Bureau, re- 
ported that prescription forms for the fifty- 

Insurance Committees in Scotland 
handled during the year numberea 4,691,000, 
were to the value of £156,965, and repre- 
sented an average cost of 13,99d. 

During the year insulin treatment had been 
given to about 540 insured persons at a cost 
of about £10,000. 

Among remarkable prescriptions, he men- 
tioned one, whereby a patient had received 
one and a half hundredweight of ointment, 
costing ten shillings a week, or £26 a year, 
and since that return was made the patient 
had received another quarter of a hundred- 
weight of the ointment. 

A STRAINED MEANING. 

The meaning of the word medicine was 
being strained unduly. There was a case 
of a patient: who got, in a comparatively 
short time, 27 gallons of distilled water, at 
a cost of £1 13s. Where two pounds of ice 
had been given, the chemist contended that, 
as distilled water was in the British Pharma- 
copia, and as ice was frozen water, there- 
fore ice was medicine. A practitioner who. 
ordered rectified spirit of wine, costing £2 
19s. 10d., explained that an insured person 
was too poor to pay for whiskey. 

Practitioners had to be taught to realise 
that it was essentially unsound and un- 
scientific to prescribe an ordinary drug or 
combination of drugs under a proprietary 
name; for while no person was financially 
interested in advertising the British Pharma- 
copella, every manufacturer was financially 
interested in advertising his own goods.

ENGLISH BANK DIRECTOR’S 

IMPRESSIONS OF AMERICA. 

Colonel F. Vernon Willey, a director of 
Lloyd’s Bank, returned to London last night 
from another sojourn in New York, In an 
interview, he said that he had noted an 
increasing respect towards Great Britain, 
which had been énhanced by the Govern- 
ment’s handling of the general strike. 

“ Our credit and prestige has never been 
higher,” he said. He had been keeping in 
touch with the sentiment towards foreign 
investment, and foun” that there was a 
much broadened market for foreign Govern- 
ment bonds, in addition to Continental in- 
dustrial financing, mainly German. This 
interest in foreign bonds was fostered by the 
declining rates of interest on American bonds, 
Not only private investors were buying 
foreign bonds, but.the banks were prepared 
to utilise a portion of their resources in 
acquiring them. 

There seemed to be a greater feeling of 
confidence in the general financial improve- 
‘ment of Europe. There was a marked change 
of feeling, however, towards France,  particu- 
larly among bankers and ‘financial men. The 
old sentimental sympathy had disappeared, and 
was replaced by marked irritation, par- 
ticularly regarding the debt settlement 
attitude of the French. 

He was interested in t..e analysis that was 
being taken in America of the deferred pay- 
ment on the instalment plan of salesmanship 
by the Executive of the American Bankers’ 
Convention. It showed that not more than 
ten per cent. of the total sales of the 
country’s turn-over were on the instalment 
basis, and that not more than eight per cent. 
involved credit; and this. reassured those who 
feared that the system was a menace to 
stability.

BRITAIN AND THE LEAGUE. 


UNFORTUNATE IMPRESSIONS. 

The Times Special Correspondent at 
Geneva telegraphed yesterday :—The seventh 
annual assembly of the League of Nations is 
coming to an end, and some of the results of 
the last four weeks’ transactions in the 
Assembly, the Council and the Committees 
may now be reviewed. Out of all the dis- 
cussions there emerges a body of opinion 
which, carried all over the world through the 
Press and the conversations of delegates or 
unofficial observers, has as much influence on 
the course of affairs as the formal reports 
and resolutions. This is the. League’s yearly 
contribution to world thought. Sad to say, 
one of the outstanding impressions this year 
is the effect produced on the Assembly and 
its attendant public by the policy of the 
British Delegation, or, rather, by certain 
acts by which its policy has been judged. 

It must suffice to mention two of three of 

them. The one which aroused the most 
criticism is the resolution moved in the 
Assembly by Lord Cecil, that a committee 
should be appointed to consider what ques- 
tions are, and what are not, within the sphere 
of action of the League within the meaning of 
the preamble and Articles 3 and 4 of the 
Covenant. The purpose of the resolution, as 
explained by Lord Cecil, was to prevent the 
original aims for which the League was 
created from being obscured, and to avoid 
encroaching on national sovereignty. He 
submitted that matters, such as the provision 
of swimming baths,.a question which has 
actually been raised at Geneva, were not the 
proper business of the League. 
' This proposal might be termed 
harmless, but it provoked a 
criticism. It was argued with a great 
deal of force that, if the League kept 
strictly to the. aims mentioned in the 
preamble of the Covenant—namely. inter 
national -co-operation and the attainment of 
international peace and security—some of its 
most fruitful spheres of action would be ruled 
out. For instance, the financial reconstruc- 
tion of Austria and Hungary, jamine relief in 
Russia and the assistance of Greek refugees 
would all have been beyond its competence 1f 
thus interpreted. Numbers of people at once 
saw in the proposal the desire to cramp the 
activities of the League. The fact that it was 
made by Lord Cecil, one of the authors and 
champions. of the Convenant, made no 
difference. 7 

The second incident which aroused un- 
favourable comment was Sir Austen Chamber- 
lain’s severe castigation of the activities of 
the Permanent Mandates Commission. This 
created an unfortunate impression among the 
delegations of the smaller States.

THE DEAD AND INJURED. 
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INACCURATE DESCRIPTIONS. 
PARIS, Friday. 

In the confusion caused by yesterday's rail- 
way accident between Vulaines and Hericy, 
no official list of dead and injured was avail- 
able until to-day, and the description of the 
injured man, Mr. O'Gorman, as hein in the 
United Kingdom, is typical of the 
inaccuracies. 

Mr. Montgomery, who was first described 
as a British subject on account of the English 
currency and correspondence found in his 
pockets, has now been identified as Mr, 
Eugene Montgomerey, of Kansas City, Mis- 
souri, who has been working in Geneva with 
the League of Nations. 

An Englishman named Mr. Blackie, who 
also met with his death in the Swiss portion 
of the train into which the Lyons express 
crashed, was conductor of tours in a travel 
agency, and was returning from Switzerland 
alone. Mr. Blackie is reported to have re- 
sided in Harrington road, South Kensington. 

The official list of the injured states that the 
Rev. Frederick Dent, a Roman Catholic priest 
and Canon of Cardiff, who was born in 1866 
at Bristol, is suffering from fracture of both 
legs. The Irishman who was injured is Mr. 
Patrick James O’Gorman, who was born in 
1892, and is a business man at Youghal, He 
is suffering from dislocation of the left 
shoulder and injuries to the right arm. 


ENGINE DRIVER’S STATEMENT.

Northern Ire- 
land, in spite of all the trading difficulties of 
the period, continues to maintain its position 
as the premier linen manuacturing centre of 
the world. 

‘At the present time there is a somewhat 
more optimistic spirit in the trade. Manu- 
facturers are beginning to feel that they are 
past the trough of the wave, and prospects 
appesr brighter than they have been for some 
time.’
